(See attachment C) This 
power of attorney document was filed later the same day at the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office. 

A review of the paper file was initiated in mid-August 2004 by the undersigned. During 
the review, several issues were identified, including a missing priority claim and missing 
inventors on the front page of the above-identified patent.

Background

The present patent was initially filed April 2, 1998 along with a transmittal letter and 
unsigned declaration for inventors Amy Rice and Julie Hsu. (See attachment D) The 
transmittal letter indicated that this application was a continuation patent application 

that claimed priority from a series of applications, including 08/ filed May 8, 1997, 

60/042,494, filed April 3, 1997, and 60/042,656, filed April 4, 1997. In addition, the first 
page of the patent application contained a section entitled Cross Reference to Related 
Applications and is reproduced below for convenience. 

This application is based on and claims priority from U.S. Patent Application No. 08/ filed 

May 8 f 1997 entitled "AUTOMATIC MESSAGE INTERPRETATION AND ROUTING SYSTEM, 
United States Provisional Patent Application No. 60/042,494, filed April 3, 1997, entitled 
ELECTRONIC ROUTER FOR E-MAIL, and United States Provisional Patent Application No. 
60/042,656, filed April 4, 1997, entitled ELECTRONIC ROUTER FOR E-MAIL, each of which are 
incorporated herein by reference for all purposes. 

Subsequently, a filing receipt was issued that omitted reference to the patent 
application filed on May 8, 1997. (See attachment E) This filing receipt identified the 
two provisional applications, but omitted any reference to being a continuation 
application from a utility application filed on May 8, 1997 that had been identified in the 
original filing papers. 

After the application was allowed on January 7, Examiner A. Khatri conducted an 
interview with the Applicant in which a double patenting rejection was raised. (See 
attachment F) 

In response to the double patenting rejection, Application filed a terminal disclaimer that 
identified U.S. Patent 6,182,059 as the parent utility application filed on May 8, 1997. 
(See attachment G) 

A PTO Internal Issuance Form from U.S. Patent 6,41 1,947 file history indicates that 
Examiner A. Khatri had also identified U.S. Patent 6;1 82,059 as the related parent utility 
application. (See attachment H) 

As a result, the application serial no. of the related parent utility application was inserted 
in first paragraph of U.S. Patent 6,41 1 ,947. (See attachment I - Pages 1 through 5 of 
U.S. 6,411,947) 

Upon review of the file history of the related parent U.S. Patent 6,182,059, Examiner A. 
Khatri was the Examiner for both patents. (See attachment J - Notice of Allowability) 
Both patents were before the same Examiner A. Khatri for examination for several 
years. In particular, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office records indicate that 
Examiner A. Khatri had both patent applications co-pending before him from the filing 
date of April 2, 1998 for U.S. Patent 6,41 1 ,947 until the issue date of January 30, 2001 
for U.S. Patent 6,182,059. 

Examiner A. Khatri was made aware of an inventorship dispute by way of a Petition to 
File On Behalf of Joint Inventors that was filed in this parent patent on September 26, 
1997 and later granted August 30, 2000, (See attachment K) where five inventors are 
named, including: Anthony M. Angotti, Marcellus, NY(US); Rosanna M. Piccolo, 
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Bayside, NY (US); Fred R. Cohen, New York, NY (US); Amy Rice, Ridgefield, CT (US); 
and Julie Hsu, Brooklyn, NY (US), and with Amy Rice and Julie Hsu not having signed 
application papers. 

Also, the parent patent application filing papers included a specification, claims 1-66 
and drawings that are identical to the present patent as it was originally filed. (See 
attachment L - Parent Patent Application filing materials and compare those filing 
materials to attachment D) 

Remarks 

From this background as outlined in attachments D through L, it is apparent that the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, at least through Examiner A. Khatri, was aware of 
the relationship between the two applications that ultimately issued as U.S. Patent 
6,41 1 ,947 and U.S. Patent 6,182,059. Further, some steps were taken to show that 
relationship in the first paragraph of U.S. Patent 6,41 1 ,947 and as evidenced by a 
terminal disclaimer. 

In addition, the Applicant had expressed this relationship in the original filing papers, 
shown in attachment D, as one where U.S. Patent 6,41 1 ,947 was a continuation of U.S. 
Patent 6,182,059. Issued U.S. Patent 6,41 1 ,947 erroneously omitted this priority claim 
on the first page of the patent. Applicant believes this error was the fault of the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office. Therefore, the enclosed Certificate of Correction (PTO 
Form SB/44) requests that the priority claim on the face of the patent be corrected to 
include a priority claim to -- Continuation of Serial No. 08/853,074 filed May 8, 1997, 
now issued as 6,182,059, which claims the benefit of -. 

Since the present patent was filed as a continuation of a parent patent application no. 
08/853,074, now U.S. Patent 6,182,059, that named five inventors and which contained 
a specification, claims and drawings that are identical to the present patent, and which 
were before the same Examiner at the same time. In that parent patent application, 
inventorship questions were raised. In the present patent, inventorship questions 
should have been raised by the Examiner and settled before issuance of the present 
patent. Furthermore, as a continuation application, the parent patent application 
declaration naming five inventors should have been carried over to the present patent. 
As such, all five inventors in the parent patent application should have been named as 
the correct inventors for the present patent. These five inventors are: Anthony M. 
Angotti, Marcellus, NY(US); Rosanna M. Piccolo, Bayside, NY (US); Fred R. Cohen, 
New York, NY (US); Amy Rice, Ridgefield, CT (US); and Julie Hsu, Brooklyn, NY (US). 
Therefore, the enclosed Certificate of Correction (PTO Form SB/44) requests that the 
inventors listed on the face of the patent be corrected to include - Anthony M. Angotti, 
Marcellus, NY(US); Rosanna M. Piccolo, Bayside, NY (US); Fred R. Cohen, New York, 
NY (US); --. 

The assignee believes the foregoing shows that the errors that occurred were as a 
result of a errors of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, and that no fees are 
required. However, in the event it is deemed that the Patent Office is not at fault, the 
Applicant alternatively requests a Certificate of Correction under 35 U.S.C. 255 and 37 
C.F.R. 1 .323. In accordance with 35 U.S.C. 255, Applicants believe the errors are clerical 
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in nature and do not constitute new matter or require reexamination. The Commissioner 
is hereby authorized to charge the required fees for issuing a certificate of correction as 
well as any other fees, or credit any overpayments, to Deposit Account No. 13-4300.
